DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 
Priority 

1 . This application filed under former 37 CFR 1 .60 lacks the necessary reference to 
the prior application. A statement reading "This is a divisional of Application No. 
09/031923, filed February 27, 1998, now U.S. Patent No. 6,040,045." should be entered 
following the title of the invention or as the first sentence of the specification. Also, the 
current status of all nonprovisional parent applications referenced should be included. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 2 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Claim 2 recites the limitation "said comminuting" in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. In claim I it is referred to as converting. 

5. Claim 6 does not further limit claim 5. Claim 6 was previously dependent upon 
claim 3 and appears to have been inadvertently changed as there is no indication of this 
change in the marked up version. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 , 3, 4 and 5 are allowed.
